freed Negroes with the hoods’ 
and white sheets of the mem 
hers, developed into a South­ 
side society with sinister meth-1 
ods and a single purpose: white J 
supremacy.

Fighting a Killer 


Interest in the work of the American 
Heart Association is growing. Efforts of 
tilt organization to reduce the number 
of deaths 
from 
heart 
disease 
are 


not 
only 
worthy 
but 
imm ediately 
necessary. 


Annually, more than half a million 
Americans die from heart attacks, the 
largest single cause of death in the na­ 
tion. It has already been demonstrated 
that deaths from this cause can be re­ 
duced markedly through education of 
the public, to the end that heart strains 
are avoided and sym ptom s detected in 
time for efficacious treatm ent. 
Doctors admit thev are not too well 
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informed on causes of the disease. 
They are fam iliar with the symptoms. 
They know that some of the main 
torms are the result of high blood pres­ 
sure and hardening of the arteries. 
Variations are commonly knovm as 
angina, coronary, thrombosis and oth­ 
er m anifestations. Often the disease is 
not recognized by the victim s and not 
apparent to others. 
It is the purpose of the association, 
through the efforts of scientists, to dis­ 
cover the origin of heart disease, so 
that the public can be coached into bet­ 
ter understanding. Every community 
should join in the fight against the kil­ 
ler.
